Washington, Oct. 11.—The supreme 


court of the United States heard argu-

Many Cubans of the faction to which 
Mendez Capote and others who organ- 
ized the Moderate party belong were 
outspoken against General Funsfon. 
alleging that he had deserted them in 
their war against Spain. Governor 
Taft did not take cognizance of this 
bitterness, as he knows that General 
Funston at that time war- ill, and had 
the consent to return of General Gar- 
cia and other leaders. 


Twenty-five marines have been or- 


d'ered to proceed to Sancti Spiritus 
and Trinidad. At the latter place they 
will settle the friction between ex- 
rebels and ex-militiamen who have re- 
cently been disarmed. The trouble 
was caused when Colonel Glynn of the 
militia, who is also collector of cus- 
toms, rearmed the militia after the de- 
parture of the disarmament commis- 
sioners.
